Justice to be assisted by jury project 


The administration of justice in Canada 
is expected to run more smoothly after 
the Criminal Jury Instruction Project, 
being carried out by a UVic law profes¬ 
sor and a Justice of the B.C. Supreme 
Court, is completed later this fall. 

The project is the outcome of a 1982 
report to Parliament from the Law 
Reform Commission of Canada, which 
recommended that a set of jury instruc¬ 
tion guidelines be developed for judges 
to assist them to communicate clearly to 
juries. 

UVic Associate Dean of Law Gerry 
Ferguson and Justice John Bouck of the 
B.C. Supreme Court are new completing 
the final drafts of the manual they have 
been working on since August 1983, with 
the assistance of an editorial board and 
insights drawn from the plain English 
movement. 

A rough analysis of appeals heard by 
the Supreme Court of Canada between 
1974 and 1984 showed that 35 per cent 
were returned for a new trial because the 
jury instructions given by the judge were 
inadequate or wrong, says Ferguson. 

Giving instructions to a jury is a diffi¬ 
cult job for a judge, as he or she must not 
only state the law correctly, but com¬ 


municate it accurately and understan¬ 
dably, says the associate dean. 

“There are customs of speaking which 
lawyers and judges have unconsciously 
slipped into over the years that are not 
always the easiest for laypersons to fol¬ 
low, so hopefully the manual will elimi¬ 
nate any of these it can, for the sake of 
clear communication.’' 

The benefits of the project should be 
enormous. In the United States, the first 
such guidelines were produced in 1938 
for civil cases in California, and in 1946 
for criminal cases. Since then, 38 States 
have followed suit, with the result that 
decision reversal due to faulty jury 
instruction has been reduced from 38 to 
seven per cent. 

In Canada, the justice system relies 
upon teamwork between the judge and 
the jury — the jury is the exclusive arbi¬ 
ter of the facts arising from the evidence 
and the judg^. is the exglusiye authority 
of the meaning of the law, explains 
Ferguson. 

In a trial, after the evidence is heard, 
the judge is responsible for instructing 
the jury on the law applicable to the case 
before the jury retires to reach its deci¬ 
sion. As the statistics demonstrate, ret¬ 


rials can result if the judge’s instruction 
to the jury is not clear. 

The appeals that can result from such 
situations are expensive, thus the Law 
Reform Commission recognized that the 
administration of justice would be 
improved by a set of accurate, impartial 
and uniform guidelines for jury instruc¬ 
tions that all judges could rely upon, 
says Ferguson. 

“A jury is more likely to grasp the 
issues in a trial if the evidence, the argu¬ 
ments of counsel, and the instructions of 
the judge are presented in an orderly and 
organized way and in language that is 
easy to understand. 

“It is easier for people to understand 
instructions which use the active voice 
rather than the passive voice, instruc¬ 
tions which avoid double negatives, 
ones which are carefully paced and 
timed as they are given by the judge.” 

When the project is completed, it will 
not solve every problem that arises dur¬ 
ing the course of a trial, but it should go a 
long way towards explaining the rele¬ 
vant law, and assisting judges to organ¬ 
ize and word instructions that are more 
easily understood by the jury. 

“These instructions are not meant to 


replace the precedents of any judge who 
wishes to continue his or her own drafts, 
but they can serve as a useful suplemen- 
tary aid,” says Ferguson. 

“Because the judiciary and the profes¬ 
sion can now see the exact way a sug¬ 
gested instruction is framed before it is 
delivered, there is less likelihood of ulti¬ 
mate judicial error. Fewer new trials 
should be ordered following an appeal 
based upon a mistake in the charge to 
the jury. An accused is more likely to get 
an error-free charge the first time 
around. The cost and expense of second 
trials should be saved and judicial time 
conserved.” 

The project has been largely funded by 
the province, with contributions by the 
Faculty of Law and The Continuing 
Legal Education Society of B.C., which 
will publish the two volumes, one for 
criminal cases and the other for civil. 

Ferguson is anticipating a positive 
reception for the final drafts when they 
are completed later this fall, when pro¬ 
motion of the project among the judi¬ 
ciary and the legal profession should 
also be completed.

Science Council 
funds two UVic researchers 


Information on research projects 
conducted by UVic faculty and grad¬ 
uate students is welcomed by the 
Ring. Forms for submitting the 
infoi^ation are available from the 
Office of Research Administration. 
The following faculty members 
have received recent grants. 

Dr. Yuen-Fong Woon of Pacific and 
Oriental Studies has been given a Social 
Sciences and Humanities Research 
Council grant to map out the response to 
a recent policy in the People’s Republic 
of China. The policy encourages Over¬ 
seas Chinese at home and abroad to be 
seen as key links in China’s quest for 
modernity; more economic decision¬ 
making to be given to the individual 
household instead of the collective; and 
enjoyment of material comforts by fami¬ 
lies with increased income. He will study 
responses to the policy in the emigrant 
community of Zhang Cun in Guangdong 
Province, South China. 

Dr. Lionel Adey of the English 
Department has a SSHRC grant to pro¬ 
duce, by September 1987, a book- 
manuscript for joint publication by 
Macmillans and Eerdmans on the var¬ 
ious literary roles of C.S. Lewis; failed 
poet, literary historian, critic, controver¬ 
sialist, fantasy-write for adults and 
children, novelist, moralist, and among 
the great English letter-writters. 

Sandra Benet, music librarian in the 
McPherson Library, has a SSHRC grant 
to further develop the library’s collection 
of Beethoven materials, with the focus 
on facsimiles and microfilms of the com¬ 
poser’s manuscripts and sketchbooks as 
well as pre-war Beethoven scholarship. 
The grant has been awarded to the 
McPherson under its Specialized 
Research Collections Program. 

Dr. J. Thomas Buckley of the 
Department of Biochemistry and Micro¬ 
biology has received a grant renewal 
from the B.C. Health Care Research 
Foundation to continue his research 
involving the use of genetic engineering 
to study how a microbial toxin works. 
The long-term goals are to understand 
how the toxin’s structure is related to its 
function and to design a toxin that 
might be used to attack specific cells. 

Dr. Philip Dearden of the Depart¬ 
ment of Geography has a SSHRC grant 
to examine the non-consumptive rela¬ 
tionship between man and cetaceans 
within the larger framework of non¬ 
consumptive wildlife management and 
tourism. 

Dr. James Hendrickson of the 
Department of History has a SSHRC 
grant to establish an editorial board and 
edit a pilot volue of the despatches of 
Brithish Columbia for 1858, for publica¬ 
tion in the most appropriate format by 
UBC Press. 

Dr. Zelimir Juricic of the Depart¬ 
ment of Slavonic Studies has a SSHRC 
grant to further resarch and write a book 
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on the life of Yugoslav Novel Laureate 
Ivo Andric, who was in the service of his 
country from 1920 to 1941. Juricic’s 
intention is to write a book which will 
shed new light on Andric’s life firom 1939 
to 1941. 

Dr. William Kinderman of the 
School of Music has a SSHRC grant to 
study the extant musical sketches and 
drafts for Wagner’s music drama Die 
Meistersinger and interpret the contents 
of these documents as the basis for an 
evaluation of Wagner’s compositional 
process. 

Dr. Ian MacPherson of the Depart¬ 
ment of History has a SSHRC grant to 
prepare a single volume history of the 
rural Prairie West from the middle of the 
19th. Century to the present. 

Dr. John Oleson of the Classics 
Department has a SSHRC grant to com¬ 
plete a survey and selective excavation 
of the water-supply system of 
Humayma, to prepare a study of the evo¬ 
lution of hydraulic technology at the site 
during the Nabataean, Roman and 
Byzantine periods. 

Dr. John Osborne of the Depart¬ 
ment of History in Art has a SSHRC 
grant to study mural paintings in a 
building in the Roman Forum, which 
was constructed in the late first century 

A. D. in the time of the emperor Domi- 
tian, and was later converted for use as a 
Christian Church. In the absence of writ¬ 
ten documentation, most of the knowl¬ 
edge about how and when the structure 
was used must come from the building’s 
decorations. 

Dr. Nicolas Rolland of the Anthro¬ 
pology Department has a SSHRC grant 
to initiate fieldwork on the Palaeolithic 
in Northwestern Servia, Jugoslavia, 
during the summer of 1986. This will be 
the first stage of a multidisciplinary co¬ 
operative benture between Canada and 
Jugoslavia, involving archaeological 

nd palaeoenvironmental research. 

Dr. Constance Rooke of the Eng¬ 
lish Department has a SSHRC grant to 
study the treatment of old age in contem¬ 
porary novels and short stories written 
in English, for a book concerned with 
the depiction of old age and also with the 
characteristics of a previously unidenti¬ 
fied literary genre. 

Dr. Patricia Roy of the Department 
of History has a SSHRC grant to pro¬ 
duce a monograph, written collectively 
by Canadian and Japanese historians, 
telling the story of the Japanese in Can¬ 
ada and Canadians in Japanese terri¬ 
tory, particularly during World War II. 

Dr. Eric Sager of the Department of 
History has a SSHRC grant to complete 
preparation of data and maps and the 
cartographic work for the novel Seafar¬ 
ing Labour, then to complete the 
research for a book on the rise and 
decline of the shipping industry in 
Atlantic Canada. 

Dr. Wesley Shera of the School of 
Social Work has a SSHRC ^ant to 
investigate the implementation and 
socio-behavioral consequences of key 
design elements in the planning and 
development of Tumbler Ridge, a new 
coal-mining community in northeastern 

B. C. 


Dr. T.J. Trust and Dr. W.W. Kay of 
the Department of Biochemistry have 
received a grant from the Medical 
Research Council to examine the mecha¬ 
nisms by which bacteria which cause 
diarrheal disease are able to specifically 
bind to human receptors. 


Two UVic scientists are among 33 
researchers who have been awarded 
Science Council of British Columbia 
grants this year to stimulate wider appli¬ 
cation of scientific research and the use 
of technology in B.C. industry. 

Dr. Richard Ring (Biology) will 
receive $30,144, and Dr. Reginald Cle¬ 
ments will receive $45,450, to support 
their respective research into finding a 
biological solution to the Eurasian mil¬ 
foil weed, and developing a plasma jet 
underwater acoustic source (PJUAS). 

The objective of Ring’s research is to 
develop a self perpetuating biotechnical 
method to suppress milfoil in B.C. lakes. 
He is studying ways of using the larvae 
of a non-biting midge and of the cad- 
disfly, to feed on and reduce the spread 
of the weed, in the Okanagan. 

Since Eurasian water milfoil has an 
increasingly negative effect on recrea¬ 
tional activities and the $100 million 
tourist industry in the Okanagan, find¬ 
ing a solution is a provincied objective. 

A safe and inexpensive biological con¬ 
trol method to defeat the milfoil could 
lead to the establishment in B.C. of an 
export industry, since milfoil is a prob¬ 
lem in parts of Eastern Canada and the 
United States, as well as B.C. 

Clements is receiving renewed Science 
Council funding to continue his research 
into developing a PJUAS to replace 


A one-day workshop in book indexing 
techniques for UVic faculty members or 
others writing or planning to write a 
book is being offered Oct. 18 in Rm. A207 
of the Clearihue Building. 

Brett Davis, freelance consultant 
indexer with 15 years indexing expe¬ 
rience, is giving the workshop, which 
includes practical assignments in how 
to proceed efficiently through the major 
steps of the indexing process. 

Steps to be covered in the workshop, 
Davis says, include: 

• how to distinguish the two methods of 
alphabetizing 

• how to write the index to a specified 
length 


existing electrical underwater sound 
sources. 

Present technology uses extremely 
high voltages, which is undesirable 
firom a safety viewpoint. Existing units 
are also inefficient, with only one to two 
per cent of the electrical energy being 
converted into the desired sound energy. 

The device Clements is developing is 
geared to emitting an easily reproduci¬ 
ble signal not consistently provided by 
current technology. The device could be 
applied in the field of marine naviga¬ 
tion, oil and gas exploration and geo¬ 
physical research. 

The grants are being awarded 
through the 14th competition for Science 
Council funds held since the council’s 
Assistance Grants for Applied Research 
(A.G.A.R) program was established in 
1979. Funds for the program are allo¬ 
cated by the provincial Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade, Science and 
Investment. 

Approximately 100 research applica¬ 
tions were received by the Science Coun¬ 
cil from local business and industry, 
non-profit institutes and UVic, the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia and Simon 
Fraser University. 

Deadline for the next competition for 
Science Council A.G.A.R. grants is Nov. 
1 this year.

Indexing course offered for writers 
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Lansdowne visitor looks 
at future world health 


Demographic scholar, internationally- 
recognized for his studies of Third World 
population problems, Dr. John Caldwell 
will speak at UVic Oct. 22 on “Mortality 
Change: Health for All by the Year 
2 , 000 ?” 

Visiting UVic as a Lansdowne Lec¬ 
turer from the Australian National Uni¬ 
versity, Caldwell will deliver his public 
Lansdowne Lecture at 8 p.m. in Rm. 120 
of the Cornett Building. 

Caldwell has undertaken extensive 
community level population research in 
Ghana, Nigeria, Bangladesh, India, and 
Sri Lanka. He has also served as an 
adviser and particpated in demographic 
research in many other parts of Africa, 
South Asia, and in Latin America. 

The author or co-author of 15 books 
and over 100 scientific papers, Caldwell 
is well known# for his theoretical contri¬ 
butions to the understanding of Third 
World fertility and mortality patterns. 
His widely-cited “Wealth Flows” theory 
proposes that fertility is maintained at 
high levels in developing countries due 
to children’s economic benefit to their 
parents as sources of labor and old-age 
assistance. 

Today this theory is the most impor¬ 
tant theoretical stance on the population 


consequences of modernization for these 
countries. 

Fertility will decline, according to the 
theory, only when this flow of wealth 
from children to parents is reversed, not¬ 
ably by the advantages and costs of edu¬ 
cating children. 

On the topic of mortality, Caldwell 
was among the first to note the global 
importance of maternal education on 
lowering child mortality. 

In his free public lecture Oct. 22, Cald¬ 
well will consider the prospects for 
reaching the U.N. World Health Organi¬ 
zation’s goal of “Health for All by the 
Year 2,000.” 

Caldwell will be a Lansdowne visiting 
scholar in the UVic Department of 
Anthropology from October 20 to 26. His 
present position is Professor and Head 
of the Department of Demography, 
Research School of Social Sciences, 
Institute of Advanced Studies, at Aus¬ 
tralian National University. 

He has been a visiting professor of 
demography at a number of African and 
other universities, and conducted field 
studies on family planning, fertility, 
family labor, child health and survival, 
and population policies and programs in 
many African and Asian nations. 



B.C. legacy at Maltwood 


The works of Leonard Frank, a giant 
among Canadian photographers, will be 
on exhibit at the UVic Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery from Oct. 19 to 
Nov. 30. 

Frank’s celebrated photos of British 
Columbia logging, mining, fishing and 
other scenes have appeared all over the 
world. 

When he died in 1944, the Jewish 
immigrant who had arrived in Port 
Alberni from Germany 50 years earlier 
had become B.C.’s most noted photo¬ 
grapher. He left a legacy of 20,000 nega¬ 
tives of recorded history of the west 
coast. 

A five-footer himself, Frank’s photos 
show he had a particular interest in tall 
trees and the powerful men who felled 


them. He was an all-around photo¬ 
grapher who carried his own equipment 
miles through the bush, and set up his 
locations and did his own developing, 
printing and enlarging. 

Interest in Frank’s works is being 
revived with the acquisition of the entire 
residual collection of his works by the 
Jewish Historical Society of B.C. 

The Society is promising to make the 
priceless historical photos available 
again, and the Maltwood exhibit is a 
part of that promise. The display will be 
drawn firom the collection comprised of 
approximately 24,000 photographic 
images — both negatives and original 
prints, reportedly the finest collection of 
photographs of early logging activities 
in British Columbia in the world.

In the 
Knowledge Network offices in J Hut, and com¬ 
mute to the Vancouver offices of the Knowl¬ 
edge Network on a regular weekly basis.

Duffy Caldwell, 
of Buildings and Grounds, celebrated her 
retirement on the same day, at the Faculty 
Club. Caldwell began her 25-year career at 
UVic at the old Lansdowne campus, in the 
registrar’s office of Victoria College.

Dr. Giles Hogya of the UVic Theatre Depart¬ 
ment has been nominated for the Maharam 
Award for the best lighting design on or off 
Broadway In New York City during 1985-86. 
Hogya, when he is not teaching or working with 
theatre productions at UVic, commutes to New 
York City where he Is resident lighting 
designer, and sometimes director, for the Jean 
Cocteau Repertory Theatre. His nomination for 
the Maharam award is for the lighting design of 
Lunin: The Theatre of Death, by Russian 
playwright Edvard Radzinsky. Hogya did the 
lighting design for the off Broadway produc¬ 
tion in the summer of 1985, and received word 
of his nomination for the Maharam award this 
fall. The Joseph Maharam Foundation Award 
Committee nominates scenic, costume, light¬ 
ing and other designers for outstanding artistry 
in New York theatre season productions each 
year. Unlike the Tonys, the Maharam Awards, 
now in their 22nd year, embrace off Broadway 
and off-off Broadway as well as Broadway 
designers. Hogya is one of seven lighting' 
designers nominated for this year’s award, the 
winner to be announced later this month. 
Hogya worked at the Jean Cocteau theatre last 
Christmas season, directing and designing 
Moliere’s The Miser, which he will again direct 
for UVic’s Phoenix Theatre this fall. He will 
return to New York this Christmas to direct and 
design Richard Sheridan’s The Rivals. 


Dr. J.D. Kurbatov, Professor Emeritus of Ohio 
State University, and good friend of the UVic 
Physics Department, regularly attended 
seminars and activities of the department prior 
to suffering a stroke, followed by his death late 
this summer. Dr. J.L. Climenhaga (Physics, 
retired) has submitted to the Ring some details 
of Kurbatov’s long and distinguished career 
which will be of interest to those who made his 
acquaintance. Kurbatov was born in 1894 in 
Russia, where he was educated until his studies 
were interrupted by several years in the military 
where he rose to rank equivalent to full colonel. 
He served on the Faculty of the Engineering 
School and the Faculty of the University of 
Moscow, and passed the examination for a pro¬ 
fessorship at that university before emigrating 
to Germany in 1928. Two years later he emi¬ 
grated to the United States, where he worked in 
Chicago in an Industrial lab, and then in the 
Physics Department of Ohio State University. 
Kurbatov’s wife, who regularly attended the 
UVic seminars with her husband, taught chem¬ 
istry at Ohio State. Early In his career, Kurbatov 
became interested in the radium content of 
some mineral springs in the Russian Caucasus 
which were supposed to have medicinal prop¬ 
erties. This led him to the chemical purification 
of minute quantities of soluble salts, and to 
studies of Beta (B) decay, which was his prim¬ 
ary interest up to retirement in 1961. After mov¬ 
ing to Victoria, the Kurbatovs continued to be 
interested in developments in physics and 
chemistry, and thus became regular visitors to 
this university.
